Another interesting thing that 
happens on 10 meters is a phenomenon 
known as sporatic "E" skip. This is 
caused by relatively dense ionized 
clouds forming in the "E" layer of 
the ionosphere. This condition can 
occur at any time but is most preva- 
lent during the summer and early 
winter. The range of communications 
during this type of skip is from 
250 miles to sometimes 2500 miles 
with "S" meter readings of 40 over 
5-9 for the closer stations not 
being uncommon. This condition 
can last from a few minutes up to 
several hours and can cease as 
quickly as it starts. Many a ham 
has been caught "talking to him- 
self" from the the band dropping 
out suddenly. 

Another form of communications on 
a0 meters is backscatter. This. can 
be accomplished by two people who 
are relatively close together (100 - 


1000 miles) and in the same skip 


zone, aiming t.eir antennas in the 
dareccion the»srand is open. dignals 
are relatively wear anu fluttery but 
quite copyable. This is a very re- 
liable means of communications with 
hardly any QSB.
